friend Conrad had built a Biodiesel 
processor in his garage. Four simple 
components are needed for a suc- 
cessful Biodiesel processor: a tank, a 
mixer, a heater, and a pump. 
Conrad used a 

propane 

burner 


under 
an old steel 
drum, an electric 
motor to turn mixing 
blades, and a manual pump. To 
make the Biodiesel, we heated the 
oil, then mixed in a measured solu- 
tion of methanol and lye. The glycer- 
ine settled out overnight and we 
pumped the 
Biodiesel off the 
top of the barrel, 
ran it through a fil- 
ter, and put it into 
the tank of my car. 
On that tank of 
Biodiesel 1 drove 
to Calgary and, a 
few weeks, later 
made a trip to my 


the Boiled Frog 
Trading 
Cooperative 
(BFTC). There, I 
met others who 
were interested in 
using vegetable oil for fuel, especial- 
ly straight vegetable oil by means of 
specially designed vehicle conver- 
sion kits. There were commercially 
available vegetable oil conversion 











kits, but their price was out of our 
range, so we started thinking about 
where to find good salvage parts to 
build our own kits.

BEWARE OF FAULTY PLUMBING 

A vegetable oil conversion kit has 
three main parts: an auxiliary heated 
tank, a switch to change between the 
two tanks, and hoses and wires that 
connect the tanks and switches to the 
car. Because vegetable oil gets thick 
when it’s cold, the conversion kit is 
designed to allow you to start and 
stop using the main tank of the car, 
which is filled with good old diesel 
fuel. Once the engine is warm and 
has heated up the radiator fluid, 
which in turn heats the vegetable oil, 
you can switch the engine to run on 
straight vegetable oil. 

Using the basic concepts from the 
commercial kits, we improvised a 
different design for each car we con- 
verted based on the parts we could 
find. One kit used an old camping 
cooler for a tank and a salvaged radi- 
ator for the heater; mine: a jerry can

roped into the trunk for a tank and 
some copper tubes welded in the 
shape of a U for the heater, All of our 
designs had the basics in common, 
and all of them leaked at one point or 
another. 

Leaks were among the 

biggest problems I 
encountered while 
converting 


my car. The best solution I found 
was to use lots of silicon leak sealer 
and tighten everything four times. 
Buying a conversion kit, for which 
somebody else had had to think 
about sealing the leaks, often seemed 
like a good idea too. 

A second problem associated with 
using waste vegetable oil is that of 
how to clean or strain the oil before 
putting it into the engine. The cheap- 
est way is to pour the vegetable oil 
through cheesecloth or some other 
such filter. This is inconvenient and 
can get messy because vegetable oil 
does not come out of clothes and 
leaves a certain cloying odour that 
can be hard to eliminate. Waste veg- 
etable oil also has a tendency to 
destroy pumps and to clog filters, 
which makes the simple solution of 
attaching a filter toa pump very 
expensive; sometimes this can equal

the cost of the rest of the kit 
After much searching; I found a 
relatively inexpensive electric pump 
that didn’t seem to clog and a filter 
that would withstand at least a few 
fill ups. Rather optimistically, I tested 
the pump and filter combination on a 
weekend trip to British Columbia 
where it worked perfectly 
Unfortunately, a month later, when I 
set off for Ontario, it failed on our 
first fill up, though I admit this 
was in part my own fault. 
The first rule of using waste 
vegetable oil should be this: 
never fill up at night from a 
waste bin you've never used 
before. My travelling com- 
panion and I set off from 
Calgary in the middle of the 
night, reasoning that we'd be 
able to travel faster, but we 
neglected to take quite 
enough oil to get us to 
Winnipeg. When we stopped 
in Medicine Hat to fill up, I 
mistakenly thought that a nice 
restaurant was bound to have 
good oil, and we went in to ask if 
they would mind our taking some. 


WOULD YOU LIKE A BUCKET OF 
USED OIL WITH THAT? 

Most of the restaurants I 
approached on my trip were more 
that happy to oblige us with some of 
their old vegetable oil. Many of them 
normally paid a private company to 
take it away, so we were actually 
saving them money! Some were a lit- 
tle skeptical, and just had to come out 
to see that I wasn’t just kidding. 

The nice restaurant in Medicine 
Hat turned out to have awful oil; it 
ran through the pump and filter but 
would not burn in the engine. The 
engine stalled many times outside of 
Medicine Hat and we eventually had 
to spend the night sleeping by the 
roadside until it was light enough to 
be able to get more oil. It is difficult to 
see the colour of the contents of a 
restaurant's waste vats at night, and 
in the moming we realized that what 
we thought was vegetable oil looked 
and smelled more like fish oil.

Ihave not yet found a good way 
to test used oil other than to run it 
through the engine or to ask the 
restaurant owner about what kind «; 
oil it is and how often it was 
changed before being discarded. T), 
most successful way to get good 
quality oil is, predictably, to use the 
same reliable source repeatedly. In 
Calgary, the BFTC arranged to pick 
up used oil from a taco chip compa 
ny, which is about as ideal a fuel oil 
producer as there is. 

On the road, consistency is much 
more difficult achieve; until the ver, 
end of the journey we were waylaid 
by batches of not-so-good oil in 
restaurant tanks, or by clogged fil- 
ters that prevented us from gettin; 
more oil. I started buying filters by 
the case and tried to fill up at taco 
restaurants, which produce great 
quantities of good used oil. 

My trips from Alberta to 
Vancouver, Montreal, and to points 
in between were often slower than | 
had planned, almost always becaus: 
of difficulties with finding good oi 
and with having to repair small 
problems with the conversion. But 
the experience of travelling ona 
renewable fuel and getting it for fre: 
was unforgettable, especially 
because of the people I encountered 
along the way and their reactions to 
my car. 

Not surprisingly, the most enthu- 
siastic supporters were in 
Saskatchewan, where people in 
nearly every car, both coming and 
going, waved and cheered us on. 
The most skeptical responses, also 
unsurprisingly, were in Toronto, 
where everyone thought I was 
pulling their leg. Some remained 
unconvinced even after smelling my 
French-fry scented exhaust. The 
most pleasant surprise was in 
Montreal, where folks were unfazed, 
likely because mine was not the only 
bright car that was powered by veg- 
etable oil. Its only notoriety there 
seemed to draw from the encourage- 
ment painted on the back: DRIVE ~ 
VEGETARIAN. ?

Hypocrisy and commerce 
hasten the return of the other terror 


WHEN LIBYA GAVE UP ITS NUC- 
lear weapons program last year, 
Washington celebrated it as proof 
that hard-line policies against “rogue 
states” produce results. Hawks 
argued that the Libyan surrender 
justified, in part, the US military 
adventure in Iraq. 

So what are we to make of the 
newest threats, last week, from 
senior officials in President George 
W. Bush’s administration to “disrupt 
or delay” Iran’s alleged nuclear 
bomb production? 

So far these unidentified intelli- 
gence aides only hint at covert 
actions rather than military mea- 
sures. 

But it’s clear that, in a heightened 
atmosphere of global vulnerability, 
the world is facing another critical 
point-of-no-return in the 50-year 
struggle to limit the spread of 
nuclear weapons. 

The United Nations plans a con- 
ference next year aimed at toughen- 
ing the Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty (NPT). Nevertheless, deep 
divisions among the five nuclear 
powers about how much further to 
go to expand and enforce the NPT 
have made this an exercise in empty 
diplomacy. 

There’s obvious reason to worry. 
Since the disclosure of the black- 
market smuggling ring based in 
Pakistan, no one can ignore the evi- 
dence that Iran and North Korea, to 
name the two most well-document- 
ed culprits, have developed the tech- 
nical facilities to produce weapons- 
ready plutonium. 

And worse, a burgeoning clandes- 
tine trade in fissile material means 
terrorist groups could have access to 
the tools necessary for making, at a 
minimum, low-grade radioactive 
“dirty bombs.” 

Preventing this situation from get- 
ting out of control clearly tops the 
list of security challenges facing the 
US and its allies in Canada and 
Europe. 

The NPT, along with other safe- 


guards administered by the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency, clearly haven't done the job. 
But what will? 


NUKING THE NUKES 

Washington’s policy, which 
involved a blend of sanctions and 
hawkish diplomacy, has demonstra- 
bly gotten nowhere. The Libyan 
“model” seems tied to specific politi- 
cal circumstances. (More about that 
later.) 

Covert action to sabotage or 
destroy the suspected weapons facil- 
ities of recalcitrant nuclear 
“wannabes” appears the next logical 
step. Condoleezza Rice, Bush’s 
national security adviser, said darkly 
this weekend that the president 
would “look at all the tools available 
to him.” 

That, however, begs the question 
asked before the Iraq adventure 
began: Is this administration letting 
ideology determine the tools it con- 
siders worthwhile? 

An effective nuclear non-prolifera- 
tion strategy integrates three parts: 
securing the material sources of 
nuclear weapons production, pre- 
venting the clandestine sale of tech- 
nology and fissile material, an 
ensuring that states cannot convert 
civilian nuclear programs into- 
weapons production. 

This strategy depends not just on 
cooperation from would-be nuclear 
states, but alse-on the full, honest 
participation of the world’s five 
existing nuclear powers. 

Unfortunately, the “Big Five”— 
the US, France, Russia, the UK, and 
China—have clashing commercial 
and strategic interests. 

Asa result, trying to stop the 
spread of nukes has come to resem- 
ble the war on drugs, in which 
rhetoric outpaces results. 


MODERN MEASURES 
In 1993, the Clinton 
Administration, in cooperation with 
the UN, proposed a “fissile material 
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WE NEED To DEVELO 


cutoff treaty” that would force 
nuclear states not covered by the 
NPT—Israel, Pakistan, India (and 
North Korea, which has opted out of 
the treaty)—to freeze their nuclear 
stockpiles. 

The Bush Administration has 
revived the Clinton plan, with one 
significant difference. It wants to 
eliminate any requirement for 
inspections or verification. 

The reason is no secret: 
Washington is reversing a decades- 
old US policy to produce no new fis- 
sile material or weapons as it pre- 
pares to create new nuclear capabili- 
ties of its own. And it is intent on 
protecting its own facilities from an 
inspection regime that could adver- 
tise its capabilities to potential ene- 
mies and rivals. 

Other states have lost no time in 
pointing out the hypocrisy of this 
approach. The nuclear powers, they 
say, have failed to live up to the 
essential non-proliferation bargain 
that committed them to nuclear dis- 
armament. 

They're right, but this kind of 
“gotcha” squabbling leads nowhere. 
Taking a lesson from the failing war

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on drugs, nuclear non-proliferation 
strategies need to be grounded in 
the politics of supply and demand 

Libya’s recognition that its 
weapons of mass destruction no 
longer produced any political 
advantage in the Middle East had as 
much to do with its decision to 
abandon them as did the fear of US. 
military intervention. 

Addressing the political consider- 
ations used as justifications for 
states’ nuclear programs—Iran’s 
fear of a resurgent Iraq for 
instance—could produce better 
results by leading, at least, to the 
containment of both official and 
unofficial nuclear powers within a 
new, broader diplomatic frame- 
work. 

Military or covert actions may still 
havea role as the ultimate sanction. 
But what the world needs now is a 
21st century version of the politics of 
nuclear containment. 

It worked during the Cold War. 
With a more sophisticated approach 
tailored to the modern world, it 
could work again.

World of publishing often far more grueling 
than that of travel for author Jim Soliski 


IF THERE’S A RUNNING THEME 


in all of Jim Soliski’s travel stories 
it’s simply that there’s no way like 
the hard way. 

“You've got to get down there 
and see the dysfunction,” he says 
over the phone from CKUA, where 


he’s putting in his weekly volunteer 


hours. 

Soliski’s 44 tales of a two-year 
journey through Asia are compiled 
in his new book, Does Your Meter 
Work?! 

Refusing to tuck himself into the 
sanctity of westernized hotels, 
Soliski effectively made his way 
through all of the Orient’s most 
spectacular dumps, rubbing elbows 
along the way with every pusher, 
preacher and prostitute who 
teetered into his radius. 

Travelling “7a carte,” as he puts 
it, was extremely rewarding, but 
definitely had its pitfalls—hunger, 
illness and terror being a few. 
Perhaps that’s what toughened up 
the 43-year-old writer for the 
treacherous journey he would 
encounter when he wandered into 
the land of publishing. 

The book’s entire foreword is 
dedicated to Soliski’s attempts to 
get his work into print. He literally 
sent out thousands upon thousands 
of queries to newspapers and mag- 
azines, from which editors, merci- 
less to the unknown writer, would 


not always politely decline his 
work. 

Many cited “not seeing the 
point” of lowbrow travel pieces as 
their riposte. 

His voracious querying was leg- 
endary in publishing circles. Hell, I 
even remember him from my job at 
a travel magazine in Montreal. 

“Be nice to this guy,” my editor 
told me, pointing to his name ona 
self-addressed, stamped envelope. 
“He writes all the time so don’t 
send him the form rejection letter.” 
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But Soliski’s persistence and 
earnest disposition eventually won 
its way into the hearts of his harsh- 
est critics. After some time he deve| 
oped a body of work spanning put 
lications as varied in size and scop: 
as the Chicago Tribune and Kingston 
Whig-Standard. 

One former editor describes 
Soliski’s writing as being “so glib 
that he even fooled me into buying 
some of it.” 

Soliski also talked his way into a 
column for another Edmonton 
weekly. It lasted until a reader 
accused him of making light of 
prostitution in Saigon. 

After a read of Does Your Meter 
Work?!, however, which includes a 
longer version of the story in ques- 
tion, it strikes that Soliski doesn’t 
pass judgement or narrowly ana- 
lyze his foreign surroundings at all 
He's made a style out of being glit 

“Reach your own conclusions, 
please,” he quips. “That's the bigges: 
compliment you can give a reader 
If, in some people's minds I didn’t 
reach that, then what can | say?” 

In the end, Soliski opted to avoid 
the hassle of middleman and pub- 
lished his book himself. If there ar 
more in the works, he won't say. 

He’s done it the hard way and it 
shows in his unwavering commit- 
ment to keeping his spirits high in 
the face of hunger, illness, terror, 
and, more recently, rejection. 

“The most important thing I’ve 
learned is to be happy and grateful 
for where I was born in the lottery 
of life. | know where I stand as a 
male in the world and a Caucasian 
in the world,” he says. “I’m the 
luckiest guy on earth.”

Canadian effort stumbles into the mainstream

HOPEFULLY, GOING THE DIS- 
tance won't irrevocably damage the 
Canadian film industry. The movie 
isn’t the worst Canadian movie ever 
released, nor is it the worst film in its 
genre, but it certainly isn’t good 
enough to get around the stigma of 
being a low-rent Canadian knock off 
of an American film. 

Produced by CHUM Media and 
Much Music, Distance follows the 
lead of the teen sex comedy classic 
Porkys, which was, at one point, the 
highest grossing Canadian film ever 
made. CHUM has a vision: 
Canadian movies can be profitable. 
Despite the efforts of all involved, 
though, the film simply isn’t tight 
enough or funny enough to attract 
the number of viewers necessary to 
fulfill this vision. 

The movie follows Nick 
(Christopher Jacot), a young man 
fresh out of high school in Tofino, 
who wants to head to Toronto and 
track down his girlfriend. With the 
help of his party-loving friends, 
Tyler (Shawn Roberts) and Dime 
(Ryan Belleville), and two comely 
hitchhiking lasses, stiff Nick is able 
to figure out that he needs to have 
just alittle bit more fun. 

The plot isn’t revolutionary, but 
for this kind of movie it doesn’t need 
to be. The characters just need to be 
sharp and the jokes funny. 
Unfortunately, the movie doesn’t get 
off the mat on either count. Certain 
scenes are downright awkward, 
painfully unamusing. Other scenes, 
such as one with Jason Priestley and 
a used condom, rival the best stuff 
found in the American movies of 
this type. 

This inconsistency makes the 
movie painful. If it were terrible, it 
would be easy to dismiss. However, 
there is a suggestion in Going the

Distance that the people behind it are 
generally humorous, and that they 
could have done better than they 
did. 

One reasons many of the gags fall 
flat is that dirty words are often 
treated as though they constitute 
punch lines in and of themselves. 
Anyone old enough to get into the 
film probably won't find a reference 
to anal sex funny simply because it’s 
mentioned. Some humour is more 
effective because limits are estab- 
lished—as is done in the brilliant, G- 
rated Napoleon Dynamite—which, I 
suggest, you should see at least 
twice before you pay for Going the 
Distance. 

The movie does:improve as it 
moves along. The later sections are, 
in general, tighter and provide fun- 
nier jokes. Unfortunately, this movie 
will probably kill off any future 
mainstream Canadian fare from 
places like CHUM. The film is nei- 
ther funny enough nor strange 
enough to achieve cult status, as did 
Fubar. It’s too Canadian to sell in the 
States, but it doesn’t have the only- 
in-Canada appeal of Men With 
Brooms. See it if you want to see 
more mainstream Canadian fare in 
the future. Otherwise, you should 
probably skip it.

GARDEN STATE, WRITER-DIREC- 
tor-star Zach Braff’s feature debut, may 
be the funniest movie yet about a man 
returning home for the funeral of his 
paraplegic mother who has drowned in 
the bathtub. Unlikely as that sounds, 
Ganlen State is loaded with visual imagi- 


syncratic characters, and a likeably 
shambling narrative structure that 
makes you wonder where it will take 


you next. 

But theré’s also a sad stillness at the 
film’s core, a poignant but subtle evoca- 
tion of suffering and the strength 
required to weather it So it’s a little dis- 
appointing when the movie chucks all 
these qualities at the end for a humour- 
less, hearttugging resolution—but hey, 
it’s pretty fun while the good parts last. 

The ing moments of Garden 
State set the film's oddball tone right off 
the mark: the chaos of a doomed air- 
plane cabin plays out in sickening slow 
motion. As shrieking women clutch 
babies and flight attendants pinwheel 
through the air, the camera closes in on 
the expressionless features of Andrew 
Largeman (Braff), who placidly reaches 
upand adjusts the little air spigot above 
his head. Turns out he’s just dreaming, 
but his waking reality is just barely less

ing in the same ruts where he left them, 
working menial jobs and sucking up 
lots of drugs and booze to make their 
lives tolerable. This is pretty easy for 
Andrew to relate to, since his psychia- 
trist dad has had him ona steady diet of 
mood stabilizers since he was in grade 
school. But when his path crosses with 
an adorable pathological liar (Natalie 
Portman) who penetrates his psycho- 
pharmacological torpor, Andrew 
begins to recognize that taking on the 
suffering endemic to existence is prefer- 
able to not having any feelings at all. 
On this potentially maudlin frame- 
work, Braff hangs a welter of smart 


pulls you into Andrew’s world. He 
breathes a little inventiveness into the 
well-wom cinematic cliché of the all- 
night drug party, spreads the clever dia- 
logue liberally around among all the 
characters, and doesn’t shy away from 
throwing in a dog-humping-the-leg, 
joke even as Andrew heads to the neu- 
rologist fora CAT scan. What's more, 
he finds beauty in the perennial sight 
gag that is New Jersey, casting its wet, 
overcast autumn in lush, sombre 
shades perfectly of a piece with the 
movie's low-key mood. To top it all off, 
there’s a great wuss-rock soundtrack, 
featuring the Shins, Nick Drake, and 
others, that would doa Wes Anderson 
movie proud. 

Braff’s best qualities as an actor, 
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Zach Braff, multitasker 


writer, and director pervade the whole 
movie—his on-screen persona seems 
effortless, unaffected, and slightly 
abashed that anyone would take notice 
of him. Natalie Portman gets a chance 
to display a similar charm ina rare 
humar-scale role, and Peter Sarsgard, 
as Andrew's boyhood friend who 
doesn’t seem to care that his life is 
amounting to nothing, ought to remind 
you of that bright friend of yours who 
has no interest in realizing his or her 
potential. 

And then, once you've taken a liking 
to the people on screen and their direc- 
tionless lives, Garden State starts taking, 
its hero's predicament way too serious- 
ly,and Andrews struggle for self-actu- 
alization, untempered by self-aware 
wit, becomes talky and tedious, and 
stretches for emotional relevance that the 
film had no difficulty achieving when it 
appeared not to be trying, Asa result, the 
last 20 minutes of the movie seem 
waaaay longer than the hour-plus that 

led it. 

Fortunately, that first hour-plus is so 
entertaining that Garden State's eventual 
descent into maudlin melodrama isn’t 
fatal to the film's overall charm, and 
there's more than enough of that to 
make you look forward to whatever it is 
that Zach Braffis likely to find funny 
next.

LIKE FREDDY VS. JASON, ALIEN 
Vs. Predator is pretty much critic- 
proof. Unless the title characters 
were to settle their differences over 
tetherball or Uno, it would be tough 
to screw this one up, because anyone 
with a molecule of geek feels this 
way: “T know it’s gonna suck, but I 
gotta see it anyway.” If monsters 
pummeling each other didn’t rule, 
Godzilla wouldn't exist. It’s that sim- 
ple. 

That spectacle is the saving grace 
for writer/director Paul W.S. 
Anderson (not to be confused with 
Boogie Nights director Paul Thomas 
Anderson) because he’s uneven at 
best. Anderson takes the Michael Bay 
reverse-engineering approach and 
applies it to sci-fi/ horror, which has 
produced fun junk food like Event 
Horizon and Resident Evil, but also 
dumb junk like Mortal Combat and 
Soldier. This means that instead of a 
starting with a good story and creat- 
ing exciting visuals to enhance it, he 
starts with a bunch of eye-candy and 
tries to fit it into a plot. 

"AVP, as the marketing department 
has so cleverly branded it, quakes 
with stereotypes, bad dialogue, and 
general stupidity. This much is clear: 
Whoever wins... motivation, logic, 


depth, and subtlety lose- 

It begins with the satellite discov- 
ery of a huge pyramid buried under 
arctic ice. Mega-rich business guy 
Charles Bishop Weyland (Lance 
Henriksen), the model for Bishop 
(the android in the Alien movies), 
gathers the world’s leading explor- 
ers, engineers, archeologists, and sci- 
entists to claim the site. Among them 
is expert climber Alexa Woods 
(Sanaa Lathan: Blade, Brown Sugar), 
who's so skilled she answers her cell 
phone while freestyle climbing hun- 
dreds of feet up ona frozen water- 
fall. 

When the crew finally navigates 
the Ross Ice Shelf in an icebreaker, 
then drives to the site in high tech 
snow tractors, they discover it’s locat- 
ed under an abandoned whaling vil- 
lage. How the turn-of-the-century 
outpost could exist where it does is a 
mystery. As is how Alexa could 
know about it when a satellite capa- 
ble of photographing things 2000 feet 
under ice didn’t see it. She explains 
that all the inhabitants went missing 
mysteriously one hundred years ear- 
lier. Oh, to the day, coincidentally. 

After using a strange tunnel to 
reach the structure, the explorers dis- 
cover a temple with carvings and 
statues of some familiar extra-terres- 
trials. There’s no pirate treasure, but 
the building’s silly traps and sliding 
corridors are reminiscent of Goonies. 
Imagine: Aliens Vs. Predator Vs. Sloth! 
With the temple reactivated, 
Predators arrive to carry on an 
ancient rite of passage ritual that 


involves fighting Aliens. 

After stepping into the “Sacrificial 
Chamber,” the team realizes—long 
after the audience has already—“The 
whole thing was a trap!” Asa friend 
pointed out, characters also enter the 
“Exposition Chamber” to rattle off a 
long-winded, detailed history of 
Predators and humanity, which is 
somehow extrapolated from some 
glyphs. Then there’s the requisite 
“Egg Sack Chamber” and several of 
the “Cheap Scares With Drooling 
Alien Chambers.” 

It's dumb. But as far as crappy 
reverse-engineered movies go, at 
least AVP delivers on the vitals: 
monster fights, freaky alien repro- 
duction, freaky predator technology, 
acid blood, neon blood, hissing phal- 
lic mouths with metallic teeth, click- 
ing vaginal mouths under metal 
masks, and a side of human misery 
served up on the side. In many ways, 
the production design team carries 
the film with killer sets, costumes, 
and polished special effects. 

Anderson succeeds in pivotal 
scenes when he mixes horror and 
action, which are the important 
scenes in this case (although he is 
constrained by the PG-13 rating). 
For example, the big concluding 
fight has an absorbing all-or-noth- 
ing comic book quality to it. Just 
don’t let this Anderson guy near 
drama. Come to think of it, though, 
dueling space monsters sure 
would've improved Bridget Jones’ 
Diary.

Monica Parker. proving that the Do- 
It-Yourself ethic ain't the exclusive 
domain of punks and indie rockers, 
Parker writes and produces her own 
records (five to date, with two more 
on the way), which she releases on 
her own label, ‘Mo Muscle Music’. 
But that’s not the most remarkable 
thing about this down-to-earth, anti- 
diva; no, what's really interesting 
about her career is both how late in 
the game she began (the forty-some- 
thing Parker didn’t perform publicly 
until the age 36, waiting another ten 
years after that before giving up her 
day job to focus on music full-time) 
and just how far she’s come since— 
a critically lauded, worldwide festi- 
val favourite. 

If that isn’t enough inspiration for 
those of us fast approaching or 
crossing those largely self-imposed 
lifeline deadlines (ie. “I’m too old to 
pick up the guitar,” or “If I go back 
to school now, I won't be finished 
until I’m ___ [insert your personal 
past due date here]), then perhaps 
Parker's battle with a rare form of 
cancer—Synovial Sarcoma— and 
her subsequent return to the stage 
will do the trick. 

SEE caught up with Sista Parker 
over the phone fromher home in 
Santa Cruz, Califorinia, where the 
foundation-shakin’ blues belter 
(think Aretha and Etta) began by 
fondly reminiscing of her childhood 
days in her Indiana home's church 
choir...

Well, I think that’s why blues festi- 
vals are important: it gives the 
entire family an opportunity to 
come out and hear real lyrics, to 
hear real content. Nowadays, a lot 
of content is geared towards 
defamation of character or degra- 
dation of women. I won’t embrace 
that, and therefore when people 
come out to blues festivals—and 
there are so many of them around 
the world—it’s a way to get back to 
base. I mix my set up with blues 
and soul and gospel music—those 
are my roots, and I can’t forget my 
roots. Every now and then I'll listen 
toa hip hop song or some other 
kind of song, but my foundation is 
gospel and spiritual music. 


Now you've said that when you 
were in the corporate world most 
of the singing you did was in pri- 
vate... 

in the car or in the shower, yes. 


You must have known you had a 
great voice—what held you back? 
Well, we all have these scripts that 
we get going, and somebody was 
always going, “Stop singing, ] want 
to hear the radio,” or “Stop singing, 
I want to hear that.” After awhile 
you get to start thinking my voice 
isn’t good enough for people to 
hear or else they wouldn't tell me 
to stop singing. I didn’t know why 
people were telling me to do that, I 
just knew that that’s what people 
were doing, therefore I only did it 
in private and not worry about it. 
Then, one day I saw [the] 
Arsenio Hall [Show], and he had 
on there a guy named MC 
Hammer, remember him? And he 
and I had lived in the same apart- 
ment complex [in Freemont, 
California] for at least three years. 
Then I moved to Santa Cruz, and a 
year later this guy is on Arsenio 
Hall talking about “You Can’t 
Touch This.” I’m like, “Oh nooo!” I 
sat up in my bed—it was like, 
eleven-something at night and I 
had been recruiting software engi- 
neers all day—and I said, “Shoot, if 
he can do that, I can do it.” 
[Laughs—heartily] 


That was the spark—this guy in 
balloon pants. 

Ha ha ha ha ha. I went and got 
myself a microphone and a piano 
and I converted my apartment 
garage into a studio, I went and 
hired myself a bassist; I said, 
“C'mon, let’s do it. I started doing 
stuff like, “Baby, I Love You” by 
Aretha Franklin and “I Feel Like 
Making Love” by Roberta Flack...

started doing clubs, and then,

[laughs]—and I said, “Yeah, let’s 
do it.” The next day they put my 
face on the cover of the paper and

Yeaaaah. | called my band and 
said, listen you want to do this— 
they were young dudes, 19-20, and 
| was 36 at that time—and they 
said we don’t wanna do that kind 
of music. Well, I said this is my 
niche; if J can get advertising and 
publicity and I can write my own 
songs, then I’m going to do this. I 
just started writing blues songs. 
One festival begat another, and 
then they were saying I was a festi- 
val favourite—I was the lioness of 
the blues. Y’know, sometimes you 
can believe your own hype, but at 
that time I wasn’t buying it—I was 
just like a fish out of water. I was an 
engineering recruiter who had this 
career on the side, and then all of a 
sudden I had this other career that 
was really taking off. 


You grew up idolizing people like 
Etta James and there you were 
sharing the same stages as them... 
On stage WITH them! Ha ha ha ha 
ha. I’m hanging out backstage with 
Gladys Knight, I’m doing festivals 
with the Temptations, I’m on stage 
with the Neville Brothers. I’m like, 
“1 can’t believe this!” What a dream 
come true. Never in my wildest 
imagination did I think that things 
would happen the way they did. 
And I'll tell you something: It 
wasn’t even something that I had 
planned; I said, “I’m going to pick 
up a mic, sing a few cover songs 
and do a few club dates. The high- 
est I aspired to was—maybe—the 
biggest club here in town. 
Sometimes it takes a long time to 
figure out your real purpose in 
lite—and mine, I am convinced is 
to make a contribution to the music 
world. And I do know that it is 
healing. 


You mentioned earlier that you 
believe your schedule wrecked 
havoc with your immune system. 
You recently had a battle with can- 
cer, how did that change you? 

It changed the way that I viewed 
my life; I've always been an open, 
honest person but I think now I 
have more of a sense of urgency 
about connecting with people, 
whether it’s on a one on one basis 
or with an entire group of people. 
I’ve always had a strong spiritual 
outlook, and I think that my con- 
nection with my own inner 
source—God—has increased. I’ve 
seen the power of prayer manifest 
because I was very close to death, 
having had very large doses of 
chemotherapy... I gave me pause 
because I couldn't write, couldn't 
tie my shoes—I couldn’t do a lot of 
things for 18 months. And when 
you're without the activities of 
your limbs or when you lose all 
your hair and you don’t have sense 
of wellness, it really takes you to a 
different zone. What I've learned in 
my transformation is to just be

IF ROCK ‘N’ ROLL IS ALL ABOUT 
burning out young, then you could 
make the argument that blues is 
about survival. Now, just like with 
rock music philosophy, blues rests 
on the notion of the mythological, 
endless Saturday night. Drunken 
revelry and partying down figures 
heavily with both forms of music, 
but where rock ‘n’ roll is about— to 
completely rip off Jack Kerouac— 
the “eternal now,” then blues could 
potentially be described as getting 
on with your life and fitting in the 
good times where you can. This car- 
ries over into the music. Robbed of 
any real chance of breaking into 
popular radio, most blues outfits 
hang in there simply out of love of 
the genre, playing weekends, work- 
ing day jobs while honing their 
skills: From the drudgery of day to 
day living to the minutia of relation- 
ships, expressions of guilt, anger, 
happiness, the best of the blues 
manages to fuse practicality with a 
passion for living, knowledge of 
good times and bad. Survival, you 
know? It can keep you going, but 
it's not going to make you a million- 
aire or anything. 

‘Well, it’s, uh, okay,” laughs pro- 
ducer/ guitarist Chris Vachon of 
Roomful of Blues. He's agreeable on 
the idea that Roomful is one of the 











few outfits out there that can pay a 
decent wage, but that’s not why he 
joined the band in the first place.

Festival co-producer Carrol Deen explains 
Festival programming philosophy 


SHE’S BEEN RUN OFF HER 
feet, but Carrol Deen, co producer 
of the Edmonton Labatt Blues 
Festival, took a few moments 
sorting out last minute details to 
let us in on a few things, like: 


The Philosophy of the Festival:

somehow I knew the sartorial side 
of music would come into this. 
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Jimmie, you're a fashion plate in a 
world of rock drabness. Do you 
ever feel like taking a band like, 
say, Pearl Jam, over to a decent 
clothing store and saying: ‘Guys, 
it’s real simple...’ 

Aww, no, ] dunno, that’s just the 
way it was when I was growing up, 
y know? All the musicians that | 
liked were dressed like that and so 
was my family, for that matter. I just 
liked the way that these musicians I 
saw when I was growing up, like the 
country musicians, just looked so 
sharp, so clean. And there was a bit 
of showmanship involved. Also, if 
you look fine, feelin’ good about it, 
and looking down at the guitar, 
there's no better feeling. 


You were part of the Austin scene 
that gravitated around Antone’s 
nightclub [which opened in 1975] 
along with [fellow Blues Fest per- 
former]Angela Strehli, Charlie 
Sexton, and the rest of the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds. The Thunderbirds 
actually served as house band for 
quite awhile. That scene has always 
seemed so remarkable to me, just 
for it’s incredible diversity. 

Well, | moved to Austin for good in 
1970, and there was always a real 
strong music scene there. I mean, 
you could get away with playing

anything, not just covers, top 40 
music, you know? 


I always felt that maybe that scene 
had an influence on you, that 
maybe you developed as much as a 
songwriter as a “guitar hero.” 
because of that diversity. 

I dunno, I see what you're saying, 
but we're just a blues band. I don’t 
know if the songs are all that great or 
not. 


Despite the best intentions of both 
parties, sometimes an interview can 
just lay at your feet like a wet 
dishrag. Vaughan has links to the 
Declaration of Independence, the Bill 
of Rights and the American 
Constitution on his web site, a politi- 
cal act in this day and age, but he 
really doesn’t want to take the bait 
when offered to discuss his views. 
“People don’t want to read about 
that stuff,” he insists. “This should 
be just about music.” Pushed slight- 
ly, he offers up that he’s a 
Libertarian who simply wants to 
make sure everyone is aware of their 
free speech rights. 

But Vaughan is clearly pained to 
be talking about these things, and I 
don’t have the heart to prod. He’s a 
good guy with an over protective 
management, he wears killer suits 
and writes some of the best contem- 
porary blues around. 

He’s maybe not so forthcoming 
when pressed to come up with pithy 
quotes in a ten minute interview, but 
the man wrote “Tick Tock” with his 
brother Stevie Ray, and that song 
attests to a huge amount of elo- 
quence and heart. Let’s just leave it 
at that.

BLUES GUITARIST STEVE JAMES 
hasn’t seen his garden in over a 
month. He hasn’t seen his “real” 
home since July. Alternating 

between guitar camps, festivals, and 
other workshops, you could say his 
life is back to normal. A retro post- 
modernist (as he likes to call him- 
self), James is really at home on the 
road, living in hotel rooms and cof- 
fee shops, sometimes finding com- 
fort in the hospitality of a longtime 
friend. 

“It’s more like home is [being] on 
some metaphorical train somewhere. 
'm kind of a nomad. My home in 
Austin [TX] is a perfectly nice place 
with a fireplace, a sofa, and a little 
guitar workshop built into the base- 
ment, a little herb garden in the side 
yard. I get my friends to water while 
im gone. A lot of my subtext is the 
subtext of the musical nomad.” 

Born in New York in 1950, Steve 
James plays blues guitar in the vein 
of the greats: Leadbelly, Josh White, 
Muddy Waters; he favours a simple 
approach to his musical creation. 
Transplanted in Texas, where he's 
lived for the past 27 years, James has 
literally been all over the musical 
map; he’s played with icons like Bo 
Diddley and John Hammond, and 
played a wide range of styles, from 
clectrifying rock ‘n’ roll to folk music. 

With seven records under his belt 
including last year’s acclaimed Fast 
Texas, 2000's Austin Sessions (a com- 
pilation of his earlier work), and a 
brand new duet album with res- 
onator guitarist Del Rey, James has 
become something of a mentor, trav- 
elling the land in search of guitar 
camps where his help will be greatly 
appreciated as he teaches guitar 
enthusiasts everything he knows 
about the blues, from the basics to 
bottleneck slide guitar.

Texas home for a few minutes of 
blues-based conversation 


James: People talk about guitar virtu- 
osos; I’m often called a guitar 
virtuoso. People always talk about a 
gift and some kind nascent under- 
standing, like we're some kind of 
wizards. But the fact of the matter is 
we just practice hours a day, and 
we've been doing it for a long time 
That really has more to do with it 
than any remarkable transmission or 
astro-transmission we might have 
had about music. It does happen 
every once ina while, when you get 
struck by lightning. But if you wait 
around to get struck by lightning, 
you'll end up standing on top of the 
hill for a while. [laughs] 


Some say blues musicians get wiser 
or better as they get older, how do 
you react to this? 

1 often tell people that I’m really 
playing the same idea that I was 
when I was 15 years old. I think it’s 
just refining those ideas. I was one of 
those kids who just pulled his dad’s 
guitar out of the closet and started 
the long process of being principally 
a self-taught musician. Early on, 
when I didn’t know anything about 
it at all, one of the first things | knew 
was the very basic work of perform- 
ers like Muddy Waters, Doc Watson, 





or Mississippi John Hurt. I heard 
them live and I had their records, 
and it was an example to me—the 
sparsity of expression and the way 
of getting a lot said with a relatively 
small palette: what we call the plain 
statement. 


How does being on the road all the 
time affect your creative process? 
Do you have to sift through count- 
less napkins, coasters, and hotel 
matchbooks? 

I carry a little pad with me, and 
that’s where most of the stuff winds 
up, a little pad that | keep in my 
pocket with scraps of lyrics—and a 
cassette tape I always carry that’s 
entitled “work tape” with a date on 
it [laughs]. I’ve got a little cassette 
recorder about the size of a pack of 
cigarettes, and I'm always putting a 
few bars on there—the kind of 
things that occur to you in the hotel 
while you're watching the weather 
channel with the sound off at three 
o'clock in the morning 


When will you find the time to 
work on new material? 
I’m gonna be back in Texas in 
September with a fairly light sched 
ule. That's when I get a chance to get 
down to the Gulf coast, do a little 
fishing, hang around the house, and 
take out all the guitars that are in the 
lock-up right now. When I get all the 
little scribbles, little tiny pieces of 
music written out, smidgens of tape 
that I make in hotel rooms where a 
nice four bars of guitar music occurs 
to me, I record it and then play it 
back and listen to it, and I go, “Who 
was that guy?”

KEITH MAURIK KNOWS MUSIC. 
As the publicity rep for Epitaph 
Records in Canada, he has had plen- 
ty of opportunities to observe and 
dissect the thriving and striving 
international world of players and 
labels. Driven by a desire to see oth- 
ers excel at what they do, Maurik 
(also previously employed by Cargo 
Records) inevitably discovered his 
own musical talent and soon applied 
it to the industry that has treated 
him so well. Thus, the mighty metal- 
blues, ’70s-rock entity Maximum 
RNR was born. 

“Watching bands is my hobby,” 
says Maurik. “Tt gets inside you and 
soon you wanna do it. Maximum 
RNR has been together for three 
years now. We've known each other 
since high school. Originally we 
called ourselves Maximum RNB, but 
we changed that for two major rea- 
sons.

Perhaps Marcy Neilson, lead 
vocalist and guitarist of local 
rock/punk band Some Won Spit, 
would agree. Events that “hit her 
deeply” inspire her to write, as was 
the case after a particularly shitty 
experience with a rock star she 
admired (note the use of the past 
tense here). “When I met [unmen- 
tionable name] I was really fucking 
disappointed, because he was just 
another rock star with a bunch of 
groupies. I ended up in this harem 
and was really disappointed.” 

Fortunately, Neilson has found a 








group of players with whom song- 
writing is often a matter of syn- 
chronicity rather than strife, though 
that wasn’t always the case. “I was 
in a band with a bunch of guys, and 
we just couldn’t get along,” she 
recalls. “Then I started jamming 
with Cory [Fowler, drums] and the 
bass player we had at the time, and 
they didn’t even know how to play 
their instruments 

“It was kind of funny because the 
guys I was with before were really 
technically awesome, but it was just 
more fun with the new band 
because they didn’t bitch and cry all 
the time,” remarks Neilson : 

Proving that technically proficient 
doesn’t always mean best, Some 
Won Spit, since 1999, have worked 
from the ground up to earn their 
own confidence. 

“The band is really good,” 
Neilson says plainly. “It’s kind of 
weird, but we all know what's going 
to happen. Michelle [Giles], the other 
guitar player [and Mike Impett 
(bass) rounds out the band], and | 
will show up with two different riffs 
































and they'll go together—it’s kind of 
funny.” 

Finding the right people is crucial 
to making things go, and the band 
has found an ally in Eville Fest pro- 
ducer, peer, and fan, Dan Jak [see 
sidebar for details]. As such, he’s 
making skateboards for the band 
and promoting them without any 
demand for a return: Neilson com- 
ments, “he just really wants to help 
us out and also help out the scene 
It’s kind of a mutual respect thing 
right now” 

Neilson is the only skateboarder 
in the band, and is very modest 
about her skills. “I can turn, go 
straight, and sort of ollie. I don’t pro- 
fess to be a skateboarder; it just gets 
me places.”

Punk politics—past & present 


Dr. Know avoids child-star fate; Rebel Spell stand-up for the kids 


DR. KNOW 
DON’T EXPECT TO SEE BRAN- 
don Cruz’s life recounted on the 
next episode of E! True Hollywood 
Story. Not that his past doesn’t 
deserve a seedy investigative 
report—the problem is it doesn’t 
end in personal tragedy or drug 
addiction. A former child star (The 
Courtship of Eddie's Father, The Bad 
News Bears) and ‘80s punk rocker 
(lead singer of Dr. Know), Cruz 
walks the beach path towards a 
morning’s surf session and reflects 
upon his stint with the Dead 
Kennedys and why he gave up 
Hollywood for the glamorous life 
of punk rock. 

“1 was pretty fucked up too,” 
laughs Cruz from a crackling cell 
phone, explaining how he avoid- 
ed becoming the next Corey 
Feldman. “I think in a lot of ways 
punk rock saved me from it. I 
gave up on acting once punk 
music started taking off for me. 
But you know what? I would have 
done drugs and drank regardless. 
It’s the way you're born and 
raised, not what job you have. I 
know young actors that turned 
out fucked up, but I knew a lot of 
punks that got their lives 
destroyed, too.” 

It wasn’t Cruz’s acting talents 
that landed him the slot left 
vacant by Jello Biafra during the 
Dead Kennedy's 2002 tour. 
However, the “reunion” was ill- 
fated for reasons beyond Cruz’s 
control. Fans were not ready to 
accept DK minus its former out- 
spoken front man. 

“Tt was easy to do because I 
loved singing those songs, but it 
was tough because of the narrow 
minded public reaction,” laments 
Cruz. “I wanted to do it my way. I 
can’t pretend to be someone else, 
so I gave my interpretation and 
what the songs meant to me. 
Besides, what happened between 
those four guys is between those 
four guys, and it’s none of my 
business. I was just there to sing.” 

Which brings us to Cruz’s origi-

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nal role-call: Dr. Know. Officially 
the band never broke up, so this is 
technically not a reunion, but let’s 
not kid ourselves here. When 
punks over 40 get together to play 
songs they wrote 20 years ago 
there’s definitely a nostalgic vibe 
going on—and at least Cruz and 
company aren’t stuck in the past. 
“What the media now calls 
punk and what those of us who've 
been around call punk is wildly 
different,” says Cruz. “But who 
am | to say what music people 
should be playing? If I was calling 
myself a punk rocker, I couldn’t 
be so narrow minded to new stuff. 
Music is a living thing, and living 
things change. It doesn’t bother 
me.”

In the midst of a two-month 
long tour that sees street-punks 
The Rebel Spell go from their 
home in Vancouver across both 
Canada and the United States, 
vocalist Todd is already finding 
plenty of lyrical inspiration in his 
experiences. “I’ve been writing a 
little more about internal kind-of 
politics, divisions in scenes and 
things like that. You get so much 
sub-subculture kind of stuff going 
on; you get down to this skinheads 
Vs. punks—that stuff is really 
annoying me lately,” he says. “[It 
exists] not so much in Vancouver, 
but it’s something I’ve just experi- 
enced on this trip a little bit.” 

Calling from The-middle-of- 
nowhere, Ontario, with band- 
mates Erin (guitar/ vox), Chris 
(bass/vox), and Stepha reportedly 
hanging around the phone booth

and staring at him (“It makes m¢ 
really self-conscious!” he wails) 
Todd says, “It’s the same issues i), 
a few different places—I was sur- 
prised at it, and kind of disap- 
pointed.” He relates an example 
of bullshit “scene politics”: some 
young skins attending their 
Hamilton show came out to the 
Toronto gig the next night, and 
were quickly shown the door by a 
member of Bunchofuckingoofs 
simply for wearing the “wrong” 
color of bootlaces. The Rebel Spell 
weren't impressed. “If you're 
gonna be a vigilante you have to 
understand your enemy. You can’{ 
just go around taking people out 
based on your own ignorance,” 
Todd says. “These kids are 15 
years old and there’s this 45-year 
old freak-show going after them 
because of their bootlaces. He 
doesn’t understand what those 
bootlaces mean; to him it means 
they’re Nazis but it DOESN’T 
mean that. If he actually knew 
what he was talking about, he’d 
know he made a mistake.” 
Lethbridge had the same point- 
less punks vs. skins conflict, but 
Todd himself provided an unlike- 
ly resolution to the standoff. It 
sounds like a scene froin an ‘80s 
after-school special, but anyone 
doubting the power of lyrics 
might be swayed by this surreal 
experience. “I got annoyed and 
stepped between them, tried to 
talk to them in the conventional 
way. I'm like, ‘Lets go inside, lis- 
ten to some music,’ One of the 


‘skinhead guys takes a big drag of 


his smoke, flicks the butt away... ‘I 
think Id rather finish this,’ he 
says. I started yelling Casualties 
lyrics—“Why do we fight, it’s the 
same fucking song”—and all these 
kids around me piped in and start- 
ed up the verse. Everybody kind 


of just dropped it and went 
inside.”

Quick Tip: Managers 


MANAGERS USUALLY WORK FOR A 
percentage of the income you make from 
things like performances, publishing, and 
sales of merchandise. A manager's cut 
will run between 10 
to 20 per cent, 
which is pretty 
much the industry 
standard. However, 
unless you have a 
booking agency 
that will line up 
shows for you (so 
you can do more : 

than just break even) you may find ita it 
tle difficult to find a manager with enough 
experience. 

But don't be discouraged. Many of the 
industry's best managers have leamed 
along the way. Some artists will assign 
family members who have very little 
knowledge of the business, but are will- 
ing to learn. The pro to having a family 
member as a manager is they are more 
likely to look out for your best interests 
and keep you grounded as things begin 
to take off. 

Once you select a manager, draw up 
an agreement with an entertainment 
lawyer. The agreement should be specific 
in the way that itidentifies goals, objec- 
tives, and expectations. Objectives should 

include financial income, retaining an 
agency, and shopping for deals. Be cer- 
tain to include dates to ensure you reach 
your goals in a timely fashion. The agree- 
ment should also make it possible for 
either party to dissolve the working rela- 
tionship if identified goals are not 
being met on a consistent basis.

The music may 
recall the influences | listed above, but 
they're far from being just a carbon copy 
of these musical heroes. Instead, they 
forge ahead, plotting out their own identi- 
ty, putting the utmost care into their 
music, with sparkling guitars from 
Jonathan Halton and angelic vocals from 
brother Matthew Halton to boot. 

Highlights from the EP include “Take

With a musical palette clearly coloured 
by years spent in their respective 
bands—and with traces of Kraftwerk, the

On 
Lock-Sport-Krock, Sarcevic trades 
melodic punk for acoustic, love-scarred 
folk. While the benefit of the doubt may 
be granted to him vis-a-vis sincerity, the 
whole affair is pretty nauseating. Let's 
face it: lyrics were never the strong suit of 
Sweden's Millencolin, though crafting 
catchy pop-punk was. Remove the hooks 
and the energy, and substitute it all with a 
clichéd, sappy break-up theme, and the 
results are nothing short of embarrass- 
ing. Witness Sarcevic’s crooning on the

OAKLAND, CA'S NEUROSIS ARE 
known for creating some of the most 
compelling and powerful heavy music 
around. Their latest album, The Eye of 
Every Storm, continues along the same 
path as A Sun That Never Sets, 2001's 
often maligned and misunderstood effort. 
Furthering their exploration of dynamics 
and space, Neurosis find themselves 
leaning towards more traditional 
melodies and instrumentation, though 
they still maintain their hardcore and 
metal tendencies. 

The album starts with the driving 
“Burn,” an up-tempo tune that sets the 
tone for the album. Epic and cinematic, 
dropping into aching quieter passages 
before exploding into a forceful Neurosis 
ending, the band displays comfort and 
confidence in their development. The next 
track features a quiet, spoken vocal line 
with clean tremolo-ed guitar that erupts 
(again) into a soaring climax with a 
stereo-phase that threatens to wreck your 
sense of balance. Well, that is if you're lis- 
tening on headphones, which you should 
be. By this point it becomes clear the 
band is experimenting with new tech- 
niques and structures, and they continue 
to do so throughout. It works out more 
often than not. 
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Recorded at Electrical Audio in 
Chicago, with Steve Albini, the band again 
benefits from his analog treatment, with a 
dense and heavy sound that mirrors the 
songwriting perfectly and cements the 
organic, earthy tones the band has strived 
for recently. 

By the end of the album, it might seem 
things are dragging. Though individually 
the songs are fine, the droning Neurosis 
dirges can wear you down after a while. 
But this is an album, in the proper sense 
of the word. Conceptual and unified, it is 
an ambitious effort that is worth the time

AT THE NEXT G-8 SUMMIT, AS YOU 
throw a brick into the window of The Gap, 
two albums will vie for your discman 
space as a soundtrack to start the revolu- 
tion to. 

On one corner we have Andiamo, the 
second album from Mesa, Arizona, punks 
Authority Zero. On the next corner we 
have Death Before Musick trom L.A. neo- 
metal act Amen. When put together, they 
don't look very different from each other. 
Both feature anti-establishment artwork— 
gas-mask Wearing anarchists carrying the 
American flag at a protest rally on 
Authority Zero; blood-spattered punk in 
disarray with a discoloured American flag 
blinding him on Amen, presumably repre- 
senting “the man” holding him down; yet 
both bands are signed to major labels. 
Song titles suggest a rollicking politically 
charged time (“Revolution,” “Taking on 
the World”—Authority Zero; “California's 
Bleeding,” “Neutron Liars’—Amen). 

However, the similarities end when you 
pop the discs in your stereo. Authority 
Zero mix up socially conscious lyrics that 
altemate between SoCal punk, reggae, a 
whiskey shot of Celtic, and a heavy dose 
of Spanish influences that keep things 
interesting. Amen, on the other hand, keep 
track with a strictly meat and potatoes diet 
and seldom stray from screaming hard- 
core band posturing. Both fulfill their roles 
admirably, but Authority Zero win out for 
being inventive (with Sublime’s Miguel 
producing tracks, there’s no contest). 

Ok, so what of lyrical content? Whose 
Message hits home stronger? Authority 
Zero offers up some important advice for 








changing the world (“You want a revolu- 
tion?/ You've got to make a difference on 
your own”), while Amen keeps things 
strictly on the nihilistic (“Do you bleed in 
me?/ Cause | bleed in you/ | don't care 
what they say/ Money's infected”). 

When the vocal chords are exhausted, 
Authority Zero win this battle. Amen is 
great moshpit fodder, but they lack the 
diversity Authority Zero embody.

WHAT DO YOU IMAGINE SHAR- 
ing Sunday breakfast with Chip and 
Pepper Foster would be like? You 
can’t have forgotten the larger-than- 

ife personalities of the rowdy blonde 
ae exploding all over pop-culture 
during that time when you couldn't 
walk down the hallway at school 
without seeing a flash of the sunglass- 
wearing-bulldog logo. You remember 
‘80s sportswear-label icons Chip & 
Pepper from when they too were just 
kids, with their beach-boy attitudes 
and high profile, lavish lifestyles. 
However, this dedicated design duo 
have been through a lot more than 
laying on the beach and doing TV 
spots during the journey that took 
them from their roots in Burlington 
and Winnipeg to sunny Los Angeles; 
before you start thinking that you still 
know these ambitious designers 
based only on their past presence, a 
caveat: these creative boys are all 
grown up, and into some serious 


business. 

The business the fashion-savvy pair 
went for this round is that of high-end 
denim: in Fall of 2003, they launched 
their premium vintage Chip and 
Pata eabaeation to cave 
reviews, and their casual yet sexy-ass 
cuts have since rapidly shown up on 
dozens of celebrities, magazine cov- 
ers, in TV shows and fashion shoots, 
all over the world. The brothers’ 
designs grace such famous ass as 
Sarah Jessica Parker, Kiera Knightly, 


hats to the line’s authentic-vintage 
look by naming it winner of Best 
Men’s Denim in the 2005 SIFA

OLD SCHOOL RULES 

“It's the denim we use!” Chip tells 
me excitedly, “And the cuts,” “And 
each pair is totally hand-crafted and 
individually detailed,” Pepper inter- 
jects. “The denim is made for us at 
mills in the US, where they still make 
it how they did back in the early 
1900s. It has the same warp and weft 
as it did in the early west—here, take 
a look,” Chip passes us a pair of the 
famous jeans for a closer glimpse. He 
describes the process used, and when 
asked how he knows so much about 
old denim: “Years of working in the 
vintage store, y'know, I got so into 
denim, I live and breathe vintage, it’s 
like an addiction...” T explain to him 
that yep, my own vintage collection is 
taking over my household, and he 
says his love of vintage led him to 
open Golf Punk, the twins’ famous 
and famously shopped vintage spe- 
cialty store on Melrose Avenue in Los 
Angeles. “The thing I always noticed 
is that everyone wants the look and 
the feel of old, beat-in jeans, but with 
better fits,” Chip explains. “Yeah, a lot 
of older jeans have great detailing and 
washes but the cut sucks, y’know, 
they'll have a long rise and high pock- 
ets,” Pepper pipes up, “And so we've 
made the cuts people are looking for, 
with the details and the washes 
applied by hand, so they’re all one-of- 
a-kind.” They have an array of denim 
ready to show us, as well as some 
other new items: hoodies with 
roughed-up edges and screens of for- 
est-dwelling wildlife, t-shirts of but- 
tery soft cotton—with skulls and a 
vaguely camo print running into and 
on top of each other. It’s pretty dead- 
ly—and fresh, not derivative of the 
Italian high-end lines that have 
become so commonplace. 

The twins tell me part of the reason 
things have been going so well is 
because they're doing this denim 
thing their way. “We wanted to be in 
charge this time,” says Chip, “Things 
got so out of our control before, we 
wanted to ensure that we're doing

this our way, SO We're in control of 
everything, from the design to the 
marketing.” Pepper continues. 

The “before” he refers to: the years 
the brothers seemed to disappear 
from popular consciousness, after 
their brand name and signature 
Bulldog logo over saturated the mar- 
ket on everything from barbeque 
sauce to sneakers. “The brand became 
unfocused, we were no longer in con- 
trol, we ended up ina complicated 
legal battle,” Chip says, “We lost the 
rights to our own names for a bit 
there,” finishes Pepper. Without a 
trace of “LA” schmooze (though 
they’ ve lived there for almost 15 
years) they speak of their humble 
beginnings: starting their business 
with only a thousand-dollar loan 
from their dad, and describe the wild- 
ness of being a kid with a project that 
is suddenly an international, million- 
dollar-making brand-name. “You've 
always got to dream big—if you 
dream something it can happen,” 
Chip says, while Pepper details the 
downside of getting in over your 
head and doing crazy things before 
you realize the ramifications for your 
company. “What would you do if this 
all happened to you as a teenager in 
Winnipeg,” he laughs, “Party your 
ass off? Buy a few yachts?” “We had 
to fight for our own trademark, for 
our own names! We got it back, but,” 
the twins exchange a weighted glance 
“that was a bad time, a tough four 
years.” “Longer than that, Pep...” 
Chip remembers. 


YOUNG, FREE, BUT NOT NAIVE... 

So what did they do in the down- 
time? “Aw, I traveled all over 
Europe,” Pepper tells, “And I went to 
LA and started up Golf Punk,” Chip 
goes on, “Things just went from 
there... came back to run the 
store with me, y'know: there’s noth- 
ing stronger than two brothers as 
business partners. When it’s bad, you 
know he’s got your back, when it’s 
good you've got the best business 
partner in the world to share it with. 
It’s ideal.” 

The twins are everything you'd 
think they’d be: fun loving, enthusias- 
tic, curious—they asked us as many 
questions as we did them—and gen- 
uinely dam frisky for an early Sunday 
interview. They run us all over the 
expansive hotel suite, showing us 
everything they've discovered about

it. “We work like we party,” Chip tells 
me with a smile: “Hard.”

Our food arrived 
before half a beer had elapsed, 
attractively presented on large oval 
platters. We carried through with 
our pre-prandial pact, swapping a 
sample of our meals; all was in 
readiness.

long occupied one

Edmonton’s most popular street 
most days. And though location 
counts for plenty in this pragmatic 
world of ours, the charms of Two 
Rooms don’t abide solely in its 
excellent vantage point and fridge - 
full o’ imported beers. The lentil 
soup that issues from the Two 
Rooms kitchen is the stuff of legend: 
a thick and hearty, potently sea- 
soned and satisfying stew of sim- 
mered pulses that sticks to your ribs 
for hours after you eat. But the 
pleasant summer evening contra- 
dicted the need for a steaming bowl 
of soup, so my thoughts turned to a 
sandwich and salad. Along with the 
soup and some appetizers, sammies 
and sides are the Two Rooms’ main 
stock in trade. 

My co-diner and I struck a bar- 
gain: she would order the veggie 
burger ($9) and I would order the 
warm prosciutto and spinach sand- 
wich ($8.75), then we would 
exchange halves to enjoy a mutual 
omnivorous repast. The café would 
kindly throw in side salads and 
we'd wash everything down witha 
Corona for her and a Stella Artois 
for me ($4.75 each). What could go 
wrong? 

Nothing, as it turned out. We sat 





came on excellent 
multigrain bread 
freighted with 
roasted red pep- 
pers, lightly 
sautéed zucchini 
slices, organic 
greens, and a 
spiced veggie 
patty of lentils 
and grains boost- 
ed by a snap of 
Dijon mustard. 
Despite its desig- 
nation as such, this sandwich had 
no pretensions to burgerhood, but 
was bold enough to be its own dis- 
tinctive foodstuff. The peppers and 
zucchini were masterstrokes. 

The other sandwich was equally 
well realized: served on the same 
bread, but toasted, and piled with 
lightly sautéed spinach and thin 
slices of prosciutto—the sinewy, 
translucent ham all of Italy is talking 
about—and a slab of feta that had 
gone creamy-soft atop the warm 
greens. Salty, creamy, hammy, and 
iron-rich, it’s everything you could 
want in a sandwich. Really. The 
generous portion of organic greens 
with a spinach-herb vinaigrette 
made an apposite side for both 
sandwiches. 

Don’t get me wrong, I’m no oppo- 
nent of progress, especially if it 
means I don’t have to walk more 
than 20 feet down the street without 
having an iced mocchachino within 
easy reach. I welcome and celebrate 

, even if it’s just more of the 
same. But I'm also glad there are 
places like Two Rooms, where I can 
satisfy my appetite for that which is
